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John Jay, LLD, 

Joun Jay, LL. D., was elected the second President 
of the American Bible Society in the year 1822, hav- 
ing been previously its first Vice President. Owing 
to his advanced years and infirm health, the Board 
dispensed with his personal attendance at their ordi- 
nary meetings. He referred to this cireumstance in 
his address, (acknowledging the honour conferred up- 
on him), which was read by his son, Peter A. Jay, to 
the Board of Managers at the sixth anniversary of 
the Society. Mr. Jay writes: “I assure the Society, 
although restrained from active services by long-con- 
tinued maladies and the increasing infirmities of age, 
my attachment to this Institution, and my desire to 

.» 4 promote the attainment of its great and important 

‘mhiggipgromain undiminished,” 

he ancestors of John Jay were French Hugue- 
nots—a race famed for their love of the Bible. Au- 
gustus Jay, his grandfather, was one of Pierre Jay’s 
sons, an opulent merchant of La Rochelle. On the 
revocation of the edict of Nantes, Pierre fled, in 1686, 
to England, from the persecutions following this in- 
sane measure of Louis XIV. The family of Jay in 
France was one of great antiquity, the name often 
occurring in the old annals. It furnished several 
presidents of the parliament of Paris. A grandson 
of Pierre’s died from the wounds he received in the 
battle of the Boyne, 1609, where he bravely fought 
as a volunteer for the Protestant King William of 
England. 

The grandfather of Mr. Jay at first emigrated from 
England to South Carolina; but not liking the cli- 
mate, he sailed to New York. In this province he 
settled at Esopus, at that time a favourite residence 
of the French Protestants. Thence he remoyed to 
New York city, marrying a Miss Bayard in 1697, 
whose ancestors had also left France for Holland, on 


account of their Bible and evangelical principles. 
He died much respected, at the advanced age of 
eighty-five, leaving three daughters and one son, 
Peter, born in 1704, who married a daughter of Ja- 
cobus Van Cortland, the proprietor of the Van Cort- 
land Patent, Westchester. These were the parents 
of John Jay. Before the American Revolution, the 
father of John Jay had retired from mercantile pur- 
suits, to his estate at Rye, N. Y., an old Huguenotic 
region, but was forced to leave it at the commence- 
ment of that struggle. He died at Poughkeepsie, 
1782, leaving ten children, among them John Jay, 
born in the city of New York, December Ist (old 
style), 1745. 

John Jay’s mother instructed him in the rudiments 
of literature. When eight years old he was placed 
in the school of the Rey. Mr. Stoupe, minister of the 
Huguenot Church, New Rochelle, and at fourteen 
entered King’s (now Columbia) College, then re- 
cently founded, and since the honoured Alma Mater 
of so many eminent and illustrious men—the Jays, 
the Livingstons, the Clintons, the Irvings, the Kings, 
&e., &e., Ke. After taking his bachelor’s degree, he 
was admitted to the bar about 1768. In 1774 he 
was elected one of the delegates to the first American 
Congress; an imperishable honour, for the members 
of that august body will ever command the gratitude 
of not only the American people, but of the whole 
world. Mr. Jay was next chosen president of Con- 
gress. The following year he was a member of the 
convention which framed the constitution of New 
York, and he made the first draft of that important 
document. During the year 1778, the government 
of his native State was organized, when Mr. Jay be- 
came its chief justice. We find him, the following 
year, again in the United States Congress, and whilst 
its presiding officer, he was appointed minister plen- 
ipotentiary to Spain. The objects of this mission 
were to obtain an acknowledgment of our national 
independence, a treaty of alliance, and pecuniary 
aid. Here he remained until 1782, vainly endeav- 
ouring to accomplish these ends, and then was trans- 
ferred to England as one of the commissioners to ne- 
gotiate peace. 
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Dr. Franklin, Mr. Adams, and Mr. Laurens, joined 
Mr. Jay in concluding the treaty, and all arrived at 
Paris in 1782. This important treaty was officially 
signed, 1783, and Mr. Jay the following year re- 
turned to the United States. : 

During the year 1787 there was an alarming riot 
in the city of New York, caused by the culpable im- 
prudence of medical students, who had disinterred 
some dead bodies for dissection. Such was the ex- 
cited state of public feeling at the moment, that the 
young men were compelled to seek protection in the 
city prison from the violence of the populace. A 
large crowd had assembled for the purpose of foreing 
the students from their retreat and inflicting on them 
summary punishment. The militia were ordered 
out, but they seemed indisposed to act, when serious 
consequences began to be apprehended. At this mo- 
ment of excitement and alarm, Mr. Jay and Colonel 
Hamilton, among others, volunteered to be peace- 
makers; and while near the prison, they were vio- 
lently assaulted with stones, one of which struck Mr. 
Jay, inflicting a dangerous wound on his forehead, 
and which confined him to his bed a long time. At 
this period the Federalist was published by Mr. 
Madison and Colonel Alexander Hamilton. Mr. 
Jay had written the second, third, fourth, and fifth 
numbers, when he was obliged by this accident to 
discontinue writing. He added, however, afterwards, 
the sixty-fourth number, upon the treaty-making 
powers; an appropriate subject for him, who was 
perhaps the most competent man in the country to 
discuss it. d 

In the year 1794 Mr. Jay was again appointed 
envoy extraordinary to Great Britain, where he ne- 
gotiated the treaty which has since borne his name. 
Before his return, in 1795, he was elected governor 
of New York. This responsible office he filled with 
wisdom and distinguished ability until 1801, when 
he declined a re-election. He had also been hon- 
oured with the appointment of chief justice in the 
court of the United States, which he did not accept. 
Now no longer a candidate for public life, he re- 
tired to his farm at Bedford, Westchester county, 
where, secluded from the busy world and its cares 
and strifes, he passed in religious quiet and retire- 
ment the remainder of his days. 

Mr. Jay’s health becoming more feeble, he resigned 
in 1827 the presidency of the Bible Society. He had 
intimated at a former period his desire to surrender 
the office for this same reason, but was requested by 
the Board to remain, if he could only address the 
members by an annual written communication. But 
his growing infirmities forbade even the discharge of 
this pleasant duty. He had also along settled ayer- 
sion to nominal offices, and he continued, amidst the 
infirmities of extreme age, to exhibit those bright 
principles of consistency and duty which had uni- 
formly shone conspicuously in his useful, honourable 
career. 

During the presidency of Mr. Jay, embracing the 
period from 1822 to 1827, the American Bible So- 
ciety gradually extended its great work, as is seen 
from this tabular view : 
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In all his duties, this useful, honoured, and ex- 
cellent man observed great exactness, and this was 
the case especially with his domestic life. Every 
morning the whole family was summoned to relig- 
ious worship, and precisely at nine in the evening 
the call was repeated, when he read to them a chap- 
ter of God’s Word, concluding the day with family 
prayer. Nothing ever interfered with these import- 
ant and holy services. 

In 1827 Mr. Jay was seized with severe and dan- 
gerous illness. Asked by one of his children to tell 
on what foundation he now rested his hopes, and the 
souree from which he drew his consolation, “‘ They 
have the Book,’? was the concise and expressive re- 
ply of the dying Christian. Similar was the ex- 
pression of the great Sir Walter Scott on his death- 
bed, when his son-in-law asked him what he should 
read from to cheer his departing hours: ‘“ What,’ 
answered the dying man, “‘but the Book.” God’s 
Word and its precious promises can cheer the last 
moments of man’s pilgrimage on the earth. Blessed 
Volume! Mr. Jay had secured this greatest bless- 
ing. For many months before his death he was 
scarcely able to leave his room, where occasionally 
the Lord’s Supper was administered to him. On the 
evening of May 14th, 1829, he was seized with palsy, 
and expired on the 17th, in the eighty-fourth year 
of his age. Agreeably to his will, his funeral was 
without ostentation: “I would have my funeral de- 
cent, but not ostentatious. No scarfs—no rings. In- 
stead thereof, I give $200 to any poor deserving 
widow or orphan of this town whom my children 
may select.’ 

The intelligence of his death called forth tributes 
to his exalted worth from the public journals, the 
courts, and all parties. Congress ordered his bust, 
as the first chief justice of the United States, to be 
placed in the chamber of the supreme court room, 
where we have seen it still standing. The whole 
life of John Jay exhibited the rare and sublime pic- 
ture of the patriot, statesman, and Christian united, 
and justifies the universal respect and honour always 
bestowed upon him.

Bible Printing in Turkey, 
LETTER FROM OUR AGENT. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, August 29th, 1863. 

My Dear Srr:—During the past week I have 
been examining, in connexion with one of the mis- 
sionary brethren, the Mission’s account for Bible 
printing since 1840. The investigation has elicited 
several facts in which I am sure you will be inter- 
ested. The first item is, the amount of labour ex- 
pended by the missionaries of the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions in Smyma 
and this city, upon the translation, revision, and 
publication of the sacred Scriptures for the various 
peoples of this land. We find that during the twen- 
ty-three years under review, an aggregate of more 
than sixty years of labour has been given to this 
work by Drs. Goodell, Schaufiler, Riggs, Dwight, and 
others, They have made six translations and re- 
visions, and superintended the printing of fifty-two 
editions of the sacred Scriptures and their parts in 
eight languages, viz.: the Ancient, Modern, and Ar- 
arat-Armenian, Armeno-Turkish, Armeno-Koordish, 
Greeo-Turkish, Hebrew-Spanish, and Bulgarian, 
The number of copies printed is 161,000. 

You will wish to know what share the American 
Bible Society has had in this good work. Of the 
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fifty-two editions printed, nineteen were at the ex- 
pense of the American Bible Society, three by the 
American Tract Society, and thirty at the expenso 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

Of the 161,000 copies, 54,000 were by the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, 7,000 by the Tract Society, and 
100,000 by the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
It should however be remarked, that of the thirty 
editions of 100,000 copies printed by our English 
friends, nine editions of 35,000 copies were from 
American versions. Add to this an edition of the 
Armenian reference Testament of 5,000 copies, print- 
ed in London, and we have a total of ten editions of 
40,000 copies which the British and Foreign Bible 
Society have been allowed to print from versions 
owned in America. Not one of our Society’s pub- 
lications in this field, during the same period, has 
been from versions recognised as the property of 
the British society. 

Another item pertains to the distribution of these 
Scriptures, The care of this, also, has in a great 
measure been in the hands of the missionary breth- 
ren. At all the interior stations they have the 
charge of the depots, keep the accounts, and super- 
intend the colporteurs. It is frequently the case 
that a room in their own houses is the book shop, 
where large sales, wholesale and retail, are effected. 
This is no inconsiderable draft upon their time, es- 
pecially when the field is large and the outstations 
are numerous. But as the dissemination of the 
Scriptures lies at the foundation of a successful 
missionary work, they feel amply rewarded for 
their toil, whenever they succeed in getting a copy 
into the hands of a man ignorant of its saving 
truths. 

Our judgment in regard to the number of the 
Seriptures that have been put into circulation and 
are actually exerting an influence upon the minds 
of men, must necessarily be quite imperfect. We 
however believe that about two thirds of the whole 
number printed in the period under review are now 
scattered in all parts of the country, preachers of 
righteousness 100,000 in number, making known to 
the people the messages of the Lord. Add to these 
the Scriptures in Greek, Hebrew, Turkish, Bulga- 
rian, &c., printed elsewhere and sent here for distri- 
bution, and we shall not be very wide of the truth 
if we make the number of these silent labourers 


ve “pogago. 
‘Of the number of souls to whom these heavenly 


messages have been made the power of God unto 
salvation, we cannot, of course, speak with any defi- 
niteness. A single score of Turks is all of whose 
profession of love for Jesus we have heard; but 
hundreds, perhaps thousands, have had their atten- 
tion called to the difference between the Koran and 
the Bible, are reading the New Testament, and in- 
quiring into the great “mystery of godliness.” Only 
a few Greeks have come to us to tell what God has 
done for their souls, but we know that the Bible has 
been put into the hands of thousands of that people; 
and who shall say that it has not proved to very 
many of them a guide ‘“‘amid the changes and 
chances of this mortal life ?”? Several thousand Ar- 
menians have confessed Christ before men, and “de- 
light in the love of God after the inward man a 
but the readers and hearers of the truth as it is in 
Jesus, among that people, must be from 75,000 to 
100,000. Of Jews, Bulgarians, Servians, Walla- 
chians, and others, 1 may not speak. Results among 
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them, and all classes in this land, even in their mi- 
nutest details, are known to the Master. He knows 
all the stubbornness and pride that have yielded 
themselves captive to his gentleness and love. He 
knows the many. prejudices, and superstitions, and 
intolerant jealousies, exiled from their former homes 
in the hearts of men, now wandering, like Cain of 
old, fugitives and vagabonds on the earth. The 
dark minds enlightened, the cheerful hopes kindled, 
the veils taken away, the hearts melted into love— 
all are known to the Master. And this is enough. 
With his voice still speaking “words of cheer and 
words of love,’”’ we will continue to go forth bearing 
the precious seed ; and, sowing beside all waters, we 
will wait, believing that as in the past, so also 
“in the future, 
Golden harvests shall be won.”

Sabbath School Bible Societies, 

It was stated in a recent number of this journal, 
that Rev. W. Herr, Agent of the American Bible 
Society for Southern Ohio, had formed many of the 
Sabbath schools of the churches in sympathy with 
the American Bible Society, in his field, into branch 
Bible societtes ; and the following extract from a 
circular which he has addressed to pastors and others 
in his field in relation to this subject, will give our 
readers some idea of the character of this new effort 
which he is making to advance this great and good 
Cause: 

The plan recently inaugurated in my field [says 
Mr. Herr] is simply to form Sabbath schools into 
branch Bible societies, with a pledge to devote an- 
nually one Sabbath collection in the school to the 
Bible cause. This does not contemplate the adop- 
tion of a constitution and an election of officers, but 
simply, by a rising vote, to resolve the school into a 
branch Bible society of the auacliary in whose field 
the school is located, with a pledge to take up a col- 
lection annually for the Bible cause, the Sabbath 
preceding the anniversary of the auxiliary, or at an 
earlier period, if deemed more expedient by the su- 
perintendent of the school. This plan has been sub- 
mitted to a number of schools in various parts of my 
field, and in every instance cordially and unani- 
mously adopted. 

In order to keep the schools posted as to the proper 
time, each year, to take up the collection, I send a 
printed cireular to each superintendent, some four or 
six weeks in advance, thus giving ample time to 
make all the necessary arrangements for the collec- 
tion. Each school contributing in this manner has 
due credit given to it by name, in the treasurer’s re- 
port, for the amount raised. 

I may add, that in no instance has a branch of 
this character been organized without the hearty con- 
currence of pastors and superintendents. t 

Most of the auxiliaries in my field have an article 
in their constitutions requiring the payment of five 
dollars to make a life member, who, by this means, 
becomes entitled to draw annually one common Bi- 
ble, or its equivalent in Testaments ; and in accord- 
ance with this arrangement, some of the schools ap- 
propriate their money to making life memberships, 
with the understanding that the life members are 
to place their books in the Sabbath school, so that 
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while the Bible cause by this plan is promoted, the 
Sabbath schools are benefited, by adding continually 
to their supply of Bibles and Testaments. 

I always endeavour to impress it upon the minds 
of the children, as well as of the superintendents and 
pastors, that I do not wish thus to interfere with 
their missionary or any other collections, but that I 
wish it to be in strict harmony with all these objects. 

I may add, that I have thus far seeured the adop- 
tion of this plan by nearly fifty Sabbath schools al- 
ready, and I doubt not that it will, in time, be uni- 
versally adopted in my field. God grant that suc- 
cess may attend ‘‘this new line of experimental ser- 
vice to our Cause ;” and that the youth of our land 
may grow up friends of the Bible, and disposed to 
co-operate heartily in every measure for its univer- 
sal circulation.

American Bible Society. 

The stated meeting of the Managers was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 1st 
inst., at half past three, P. M.; Benjamin L. Swan, 
Esq., in the chair, assisted by William B. Crosby and 
Francis Hall, Esqs. 

The Rev. Dr. Tyng read parts of the 4th and 5th 
chapters in the 1st Epistle to the Thessalonians, and 
offered prayer. 

Two new auxiliaries were recognised: one in 
Towa and one in Kansas. 

Communications were received from Rey. Dr. 
Fuller, of Baltimore, returning thanks for grant of 
25,000 Testaments for the Baptist Sunday schools in 
the Southern States ; from Rev. Benj. Parsons, with 
a statement as to Bible distribution in the army; 
from Rey. R. Holden, Bahia, as to the Bible work in 
Brazil; from Rev. W. Goodfellow, Buenos Ayres, 
in regard to the distribution of the Scriptures in that 
region; from Col. Tronchin, chairman of the Swiss- 
Italian Committee, in reference to the remittance of 
funds from this Society; from Rey. Dr. Van Dyck, 
Beirtit, in reference to printing the Arabic Scrip- 
tures, and other topics; from Rev. Dr. Schauffler, 
Constantinople, as to the translation of the Scrip- 
tures into Turkish; from Rev. Isaac G. Bliss, Con- 
stantinople, with interesting statements as to the re- 
vision, printing, and circulation of the Scriptures in 
Turkey ; from Rey. S. Van Dissell, Curagoa, as to 
the printing of the Gospel by Mark in the Creoles’ 
language, which was agreed to by the Board. 

The Committee appointed at the last meeting to 
draw up resolutions on the character of the Hon. 
Luther Bradish, the late President of this Society, 
presented their report through the chairman, Dr. 
Tyng. 

Grants of books were made to the missionary soci- 
ety of the Protestant Episcopal Church for Nevada . 
to the United Presbyterian Church for freedmen in 
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Vicksburg; to the American Missionary Association 
for freedmen ; to Pennsylvania Bible Society to sup- 
ply prisoners of war at Fort Delaware; to American 
Sunday School Union for Italy; Italian Bibles for 
prisoners at Sing Sing. Grants were made to sup- 
ply prisoners of war at Johnson’s Island and Gettys- 
burg; to supply several regiments of soldiers just 
drafted or in the war; books in Spanish, German, 
and French, for Venezuela; with others of smaller 
amount; and to the Missionary Society of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Chureh, $1,000 for Bible work in 
India, and $1,500 for Germany. 

The receipts for September were $29,191 52; the 
issues, 92,470 volumes. 


Hon. Luther Bradish. 

The following are the resolutions in reference to 
the character and decease of the late President of 
this Society, which are referred to in another place. 
The minute and resolutions were adopted under a 
solemn and profound sense of the loss sustained by 
the Society, in the removal of so important and in- 
estimable an officer. 


The Hon. Luther Bradish, the beloved and ven- 
erated President of the American Bible Society, de- 
parted this life at Newport, in the State of Rhode 
Island, on the morning of the Sabbath, the 30th of 
August, 1863. He was born on the 15th of Septem- 
ber, 1783. In sixteen days more he would have 
completed his fourseore years of life. 

Mr. Bradish has filled a large place in public no- 
tice and esteem, and has discharged with honour 
many offices of high public trust. He has oceupied 
a leading position in social life. He has been dis- 
tinguished by varied and general acquirements in 
the fields of human knowledge. As an educated 
gentleman, he was respectable in all departments : 
he was ignorant scarcely in any. His wide associ- 
ation with his fellow men, abroad and at home, 
gave him ample opportunity for studying human 
character with effect. His generous and. impartial 
mind and habit released him from the dominion of 
prejudices, from perverting and unjust views of the 
conduct of others, and enabled him to improve those 
opportunities with great success. 

His unimpeached integrity, his dignified demean- 
our, his cordial and friendly habits, and the high 
personal respectability which he had thus acquired, 
gave him commanding influence in public literary, 
social, and benevolent designs. His great ability as 
a presiding oflicer habitually called him to the head 
of assemblies gathered for such purposes. And in 
all these varied relations of usefulness and honour 
he has been seen and known for many years, in the 
city and State in which he dwelt, as a highly dis- 
tinguished and honoured citizen. The departure of 
such a man can never be an unimportant or unno- 
ticed event. 

But Mr. Bradish had still higher claims to public 
regard, He was exemplary and consistent as a fol- 
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lower of the Lord Jesus Christ. As a member of 
the communion of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
he adorned his Christian profession with a devout 
and earnest life. Liberal and candid in his inter- 
pretations, as well as truly loving and kind in his 
spirit, he was the friend of all who loved the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and an example of cordial attachment 
to his own church, united with a higher love for 
that Gospel which alone can give value to any. He 
was catholic without pretence, and benevolent and 
friendly without ostentation. Those who have best 
known him in his religious relations and habits, will 
the most cordially esteem and remember him as a 
servant of God, of pure, useful, and attractive char- 
acter—decided without controversy, and comprehen- 
sive without indifference. Over such a man devout 
men may well make lamentation, as they carry him 
to his burial. 

In the year 1847, Mr. Bradish was elected a Vice 
President of the American Bible Society. From the 
separate residence of its excellent President in an- 
other State, he was frequently, perhaps generally,— 
and from his great ability as a presiding officer, al- 
ways with peculiar satisfaction to the Board of 
Managers—the Chairman of their stated meetings. 
His gentleness of deportment and his dignity of per- 
son vied with each other in imparting enjoyment 
and honour to these occasions, and won for him a 
place in the hearts of his fellow labourers, which 
abides, the best tribute of his worth in their esteem. 

In 1862, Mr. Bradish was chosen the President of 
the Society, in the place of the lamented Mr. Fre- 
linghuysen, then deceased. The whole Society wel- 
comed his appointment; and from his unusually act- 
ive and earnest habits of life, hardly allowed the 
remembrance of his great age to disturb their antic- 
ipations of his continuing with them. 

He presided at the last anniversary of the Society 
with great acceptance. He subsequently attended 
the monthly meetings of the Board. In the month 
of August he came from a distant country sojourn 


+. »,to accomplish this duty. At that meeting a physical 
“detility was discovered in his aspect, which was 


quite unusual. He afterwards passed some days of 
the remainder of the month at Newport; and there, 
with but little premonition, his useful and honoured 
life was closed, on the morning of the 30th. 

The departure of a presiding officer so justly valued 
and so long esteemed, is to this Board and Society a 
loss severely felt and sincerely mourned; and the 
Board gratefully record in the present minute and 
resolutions their high appreciation of his character, 
and their unaffected sorrow that in these important 
councils in the work of the Lord they shall see his 
face no more. 

Resolved, That the departure of the Hon. Luther 


Bradish, the late President of the American Bible 
Society, has been to the Society and its Board of 


Managers an event awakening in the minds of all: 


the most sincere grief, as the loss of a presiding offi- 


cer, than whom no one has ever occupied the chair 
of this Society with greater dignity, with more uni- 
form kindness and courtesy, or with more complete 
ability and skill in the fulfillment of all the duties 
of this high office. 

Resolved, That in the personal, social, and Chris- 
tian character of Mr. Bradish, we recall with lively 
satisfaction the memory of an upright and religious 
walk among his associates in the church on earth, 
remarkably distinguished by the highest virtues of 
the Christian character, by the most attractive ex- 
hibitions of a generous social temper, and by un- 
blemished fidelity in the discharge of every personal 
responsibility, alike honourable to the Master whom 
he served, and exemplary to his fellow servants en- 
gaged in the same work of the Lord among men. 

Resolved, That we cherish the memory of such an 
example with sincere and grateful affection; and 
would seek for ourselves, and forall united with us, 
that grace which shall enable us to follow him, even 
as he hath followed Christ ; faithful unto death in 
maintaining the supreme authority of the Word of 


| God, and in distributing it among men, as alone 


“able to make them wise unto salvation, through 
faith which is in Christ Jesus.”

Reports of Agents. 

Mr. Dennis, of Kansas, gives us, in his last re- 
port, a painful view of the present unsettled and ex- 
cited state of things in Lawrence and vicinity, con- 
sequent upon the infamous and barbarous raid of 
Quanirell and his band upon the unsuspecting in- 
habitants of that city, and says: “The hearts of all 
the people here sink within them as they contem- 
plate the ravages of this wicked crew ; men, women, 
and children are alike excited ; all business has been 
suspended, and everything here is thrown into con- 
fusion and disorder.” 

Notwithstanding this serious obstacle which he 
has had to contend with, however, and some very. 
serious perils which he has encountered by fording 
swollen streams, &c., he has been able to perform a 
good month’s work for our Cause. At a camp meet- 
ing in Riley County, where he was present, and 
presented the Society’s claims, it was with acclama- 
tion “ Resolved, That we offer the tribute of grate- 
ful hearts to Almighty God for preserving our Bible 
House, in New York, during the fearful riots which 
recently prevailed in that city.” Mr. D. well re- 
marks, at the close of his report: “This has been a 
month fraught with many memorable events, espe- 
cially to your Agent.’ 

Mr. Bayress, of Eastern Kentucry, during the 
month of August visited five auxiliaries, attended 
eight Bible meetings, delivered eight Bible society 
sermons and addresses, and collected for our Cause 
#227 83. Wherever he went he was kindly receiv- 
ed by the people as the representative of this Soci- 
ety; and his report indicates that our friends in that 
State are gradually resuming their efforts in behalf 
of this divinely favoured object. 

Mr. Cong, of Marys, says: “During the month 
now closing, I have given the Sabbaths to the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church at Cape Elizabeth, the Con- 
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gregational and the Methodist Episcopal Churches 
at Lewiston, the Congregational and Unitarian 
Churches at Brunswick, and two of the Methodist 
Episcopal Churches in Portland. I have spoken 
publicly in behalf of the Bible cause sixteen times 
during the month, and have visited and made private 
appeals to a considerable extent, and as far as 1 can 
judge,with evidence that I have not laboured in vain.” 

“ A colporteur informs me,” continues Mr. Cone, 
“that he called at a miserable looking log-cabin 
while he was prosecuting his work, and found it to 
contain an aged man and his wife. He inquired if 
they were in want of a Bible. The old man replied 
very roughly, ‘No, we don’t want any of your Bibles 
here!’ The old lady, however, said that they had 
no copy of the Scriptures in their house, and that she 
would like to have one, When told that she could 
have it at cost, or that if they were not able to pur- 
chase, they could have it ‘ without money and with- 
out price,’ she turned to her husband and asked him 
to let her have money to pay for a copy in part. 
After a good deal of importunity, she, at length, suc- 
ceeded in getting from him twelve cents, for which 
she received a Bible worth a dollar. The colporteur 
passed on to the next house, where he learned that 
the old gentleman was worth several thousands of 
dollars, and that he was a classmate of the Hon. 
Daniel Webster, in college !” 


“ A minister of my acquaintance,” he further con- 
tinues, “has just returned from the seat of war, and 
informs me that he saw large numbers of coloured 
people learning to read, beginning of course with the 
alphabet. Some of them were aged men and wo- 
men, and when interrogated with reference to their 
object in learning to read at that advanced age, they 
replied, ‘ We do so in order that we may be able to 
read the blessed Bible !’ ” 

Mr. Wricut, of Missouri, reports for the month 
having travelled in behalf of the Bible cause five 
hundred miles, and visited eight of our auxiliaries, 
After giving a detailed account of the condition of 
these associations, Mr. W. writes: “On the whole, 
although I find the auxiliaries comparatively at a 
standstill, I have great reason to thank God and 
take courage, for the favour which He has given me 
with the people, and for the growing conviction that 
the Cause is his, and will prevail. In every in- 
stance where a collection has been made up, it has 
exceeded that of previous years, and been larger 
than our friends encouraged me to expect.” 


“T have made frequent visits,’’ he adds, “to the 


prisons in the city of St. Louis, and supplied their | 


inmates with copies of the New Testament. I need 
searcely assure you that the gift is appreeiated by 
these men. If any one doubts it, let him see a score 
of men gathering around me, as they often do, with 
hands extended over heads and shoulders, each one 
eager to obtain the book, and wishing me to write 
his name in it, and he will be satisfied,” 
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“JT am now,” he still further says, “engaged in 
supplying a German regiment (9th Wisconsin) now 
posted in St. Louis, on guard duty. The two hun- 
dred Testaments which I have already distributed 
among these men were most gladly accepted. But 
few of them declined the gift, and the same thing 
was true among the prisoners to whom I had access.” 

Mr. De Puy, of Western New York, in his 
first monthly report says: “I have preached ten 
sermons during the month, eight of them present- 
ing directly the Bible cause; have delivered six 
Sunday school addresses on the subject; visited 
three county auxiliaries; attended and addressed 
two ministerial associations; travelled 964 miles; 
and collected not far from $300. On the 21st I met 
the friends of the Bible in Chautauque County. The 
anniversary meeting was one of great interest. Our 
Baptist ministerial brethren, who were present, ex- 
hibited the most friendly spirit, and the meeting was 
most harmonious in its action.” “Thus far,” adds 
Mr. De Puy, “I have been cordially met by the pas- 
tors of the various denominations.” 

Thus auspiciously has our brother entered upon 
the responsibilities of this important agency, made 
vacant by the call of the former incumbent, Rev. 
Samuel L. Tuitle, as assistant to the Secretaries at 
the Bible House. 

Mr. Berns, of Connecticut, during the month 
of August visited three auxiliaries, attended eleven 
Bible meetings, delivered eleven Bible society ser- 
mons and addresses, collected for the Bible cause 
$314 18, and supplied 106 destitute families and 
574 soldiers with the Word of Life. 

“My engagements with pastors and churches,” 
writes Mr. B., “have occupied all the Sabbaths of 
the month. On the first three of them I spoke three 
times each, on the fourth twice, and on the fifth five 
times, During the week I have been oceupied with 
the drafted troops which are assembling at our va- 
rious rendezvous. Some of them are the roughest 
men that I ever met with, and yet, almost without 
exception, they have received our Testament grate- 
fully. One soldier boy gave me five dollars to sup- 
ply his comrades with the sacred Book. The scenes 
which I have witnessed while thus engaged haye 
impressed me more than ever with the importance of 
supplying all our soldiers with the Scriptures.” 

The New Haven County Bible Society has com- 
pleted the canvass and supply of the town of Meri- 
den; the society’s distributing agent, Mr. Denton, 
having visited, in that town, 914 families, and found 
157 of them destitute of the Scriptures. 

“During the month,” adds Mr. B., “I have sue- 
ceeded in arousing new interest and life inthe Rock- 
ville Bible Society. This morning Mr. Denton left 
my office to engage in canvassing this important 
field, which will include the towns of Vernon and 
Ellington, and reach a population of eight thousand 
souls, I have also visited the Female Bible Society

of Colchester ; and movements are on foot there to 
secure a similar canvass of that large town. Ihave 
also consulted with the pastors in other large towns, 
and the prospect is that an auxiliary will soon be 
formed in each of these towns, and that the canvass 
and supply of all the families in them will speedily 
be effected.” 

Mr. Guitp, of Ruopr Isnanp, states that during 
the month of August he attended nine Bible meet- 
ings and delivered twelve Bible Society addresses. 
On the morning of the first Sabbath in the month he 
presented the claims of the Society in the Baptist 
Church in West Boylston. On the 5th of the month 
he visited the United States hospital at Portsmouth 
Grove, R. I., and supplied 229 soldiers with copies 
of the New Testament. 

“Most of these men,” writes Mr. G., “had lost 
the Testaments with which they had previously been 
furnished, in the casualties of the battlefield. They 
all accepted a copy with gratitude, and from their 
conduct I should think that the books would prove a 
real benefit to them.” 

“ At a later day,” adds Mr. G., “TI visited an en- 
campment of coloured soldiers in the environs of 
Providence. After consultation with the captain, a 
white man, he gave directions to his orderly, a col- 
oured man, to give me every facility in his power 
for the accomplishment of my object. When I gave 
these men the ‘Gospel by John,’ there were only a 
few of them but said that they would read it and 
greatly value the gift. I supplied ninety-six men at 
that time ; and as others are continually coming in, 
I hope to be able to follow them up, and keep them 
fully supplied with some portion of the holy Scrip- 
tures.” 

The fourth Sabbath of the month Mr. Guild spent 
in advocating our Cause in the Baptist Church in 
Newport. 

“Some of my calls,’ says Mr. G., “have been 
very pleasant. In one instance a very small girl 
brought me five cents, as her offering to the Bible 


 oplcey, An older sister then came forward with ten 


eents ; then one still older brought me twenty-five 


cents ; and next the father, who is a labouring man, |. 


gave me his dollar. At another house, an aged 
mother first presented me with one dollar, as her 
gift; next came a daughter, holding in one hand a 
dollar, as her donation, and in the other two dollars 
from her sister, who was not present ; and then came 
the aged sire with his five dollars; making in all 
nine dollars in that one house, and given so cheer- 
fully by those on whom I had. not previously called 


for donations for the Bible cause, that it did my 


heart good.’ 

Mr. Ricwarpson, of Centra New York, 
writes: ‘I spent four of the Sabbaths in August in 
Wayne County, and preached during the month in 
six Methodist Episcopal congregations, two Presby- 


terian, one Reformed Dutch, one Congregational, 


| souls. 


and one Christian; and I certainly had no reason to 
complain of the want of variety in the ecclesiastical 
relations and denominational preferences of those 
whom I addressed. All of them, however, profess 
to regard the Bible as the only safe rule of faith and 
practice, and to desire its universal circulation, so 
that I was cordially received by them all.”’ 

“Tn efforts to raise funds,” he adds, “I have had 
one unusual obstacle to encounter during the last 
month. Drafting for the war has been in active 
progress in this entire region ; and in many instances 
money has been applied to meet the $300 provision 
of the government, which I think properly belonged 
to the Bible cause. But as it was the privilege, of 
course, of those contributing, to exercise their own 
judgment in the matter, I was glad to obtain what 
I could.” 

Mr. Garpyer, of Micuteay, reports that during 
the month he attended nine Bible meetings, deliv- 
ered eight Bible society sermons and addresses, and 
collected for our Cause $511 26. The main point 
of interest in his statement is his account of his visit 
to the ‘Upper Peninsula,” in the prosecution of his 
work. While there he addressed three public assem- 
blies in behalf of the Bible cause, and took up two 
collections. The anniversary of the Houghton 
County Bible Society, which was held in the Con- 
gregational Church in Hancock, was attended by 
him, and proved to be an occasion of unusual interest. 

“Many there,” says Mr. G., “are deeply inter- 
ested in our work, The collections which I took 
were the first that we have ever had from those 
places. In the towns of Houghton and Hancock, 
and their surroundings, there are about ten thousand 
Copper there is the basis of all life and ac- 
tion. In looking over the ground, I became satisfied 
that measures should at once be adopted to supply 
that population with the Word of Life. I next went 
to Ontonagon County, spending a Sabbath at Rock- 
land. There I attended two meetings, and held the 
anniversary of the Rockland County Bible Society, 
and was encouraged with what I saw in connexion 
with our work.” 

Mr. Armstrone, of NortHERN INDIANA, reports 
for the month of August having travelled in behalf 
of his agency eleven hundred miles; visited eight 
auxiliaries; attended six auxiliary anniversaries ; 
been present at twenty Bible meetings, and deliy- 
ered thirteen Bible society sermons and addresses. 
The auxiliaries visited, Mr. A. believes, are in a 
decidedly improved condition; and two of them are 
now engaged in looking up and supplying the des- 
titute in their bounds with the Word of Life. 

Mr. Tinton, of Centrat Onto, notwithstanding 
a serious illness which confined him for a consider- 
able time to his house, preached five times during 
the month in behalf of the Bible cause, and collected 
$328 02. Jackson County Bible Society has just 
completed the supply of its field with the Scriptures. 
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“ Morgan’s men,” says Mr. T., “stole a few small 
Bibles and Testaments from our depositories, in their 
recent raid through the State ; and I intend to sup- 
ply the balance of them, who are now prisoners of 
war, as soon as I can get a supply of books for that 
purpose. There are two small camps, about six 
miles from Camp Chase, which I visited, but could 
not supply for want of books; but I assured them 
that I would visit them again and furnish them. I 
visited another camp of colowred soldiers at Dela- 
ware. About six hundred had been mustered into 
service there, and of these four hundred can read, 
and really desire to be furnished with the Scriptures. 
The three thousand Bibles and Testaments which I 
desired the Board to grant me, will not last me three 
days after they arrive. There is really this number 
of prisoners of war in Camp Chase, most of whom 
will most gladly and gratefully accept copies of the 
New Testament; and then we shall have to go 
again through the hospitals to supply the new com- 
ers there, all of whom will rejoice to receive from 
our hands a treasure so precious. Superadded to all 
these, the draft will occasion additional demands for 
New Testaments; and in our applications in behalf 
of all these men we trust that we shall not be dis- 
appointed, but have a liberal response and a full 
supply.” 

Mr. Lorn, of Iturnots, reports the receipts of 
the Society in his field for the month of August at 
$3,168 08. A number of auxiliaries have recently 
held their annual meetings, and the results of their 
labours for the year past were exceedingly encour- 
aging. Some of these have just completed the work 
of canvassing and supplying their respective fields 
with the Scriptures; and Mr. Lord reports that but 
a small proportion of the families visited were found 
to be destitute of this great blessing. Under the 
supervision of Mr. L., our good Cause is still deci- 
dedly on the advance in this State. 

Mr. Herr, of Souraern Onto, reports for the 
month of August having visited four auxiliaries, 
attended fourteen Bible society meetings, delivered 
fourteen sermons and addresses in behalf of our 
Cause, and collected $959 60. The greater part of 
the month Mr. H. spent in visiting the branch socie- 
ties in the counties of Warren and Greene. The 
contributions for the Bible cause in these counties 
are considerably larger this year than they were the 
year previous. The Warren County Bible Society is 
now engaged in canvassing and supplying its field 
with the Scriptures. The anniversary of the Greene 
County Bible Society was an occasion of peculiar in- 
terest. The Champaign County Bible Society has 
just completed the canvass of its field, with the fol- 
lowing results: Number of families visited; 3,635 ; 
number of families found destitute of the Scriptures, 
twenty-five ; number of children found without 
Testaments, 185; and the number of Bibles and 
Testaments donated during the canvass, 177. 

Mr. Buen, of Canirornia, gives an interesting 
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account of his labours during the month of July, in 
San Francisco, Vallejo, and Mendocino, in all of 
which places his appeals in behalf of our Cause 
were liberally responded to. At the latter place, 
one of the proprietors of the immense lumber estab- 
lishments located there made his pastor and himself 
life directors of the California Bible Society. In go- 
ing to Mendocino Mr. B. had quite an adventure, 
which we give in his own words: “I was ascending 
a mountain road some distance in advance of the 
stage, when, on passing a fallen log, suddenly a 
panther sprang upon it, and took a deliberate survey 
of me, evidently regarding me as an intruder. I 
looked upon him long enough to note his brown and 
glossy coat, his big glaring eyes, his broad and well 
developed muzzle, end his capacious jaws, when 
both of us left the spot, and I am pleased to add, in 
opposite directions.” 

Under the supervision of Mr. Buel, the Bible cause 
in this noble State is steadily and pleasantly on the 
advance. 

Mr. Armstrone, of NorTHERN INDIANA, during 
the month visited three auxiliaries, attended two 
Bible society anniversaries, and twenty-three Bible 
meetings, delivered twelve sermons and addresses, 
and collected $359 34. ‘‘ Notwithstanding the oec- 
currence of some hinderances to the work in July,” 
says Mr. A., “the receipts for that month are larger 
than those in June; and the collections during the 
first four months of this Bible year in my field, 
are $707 75 more than those for the corresponding 
period last year.’’ 


Reports of Auxiliaries, 

FuLTon anp Hamieton County Brsre Socrety, 
New York, held its annual meeting in the Associ- 
ate Reformed Church of Perth, on the ist of Sep- 
tember. The excellent secretary of the society, Rev. 
Jeremiah Wood, writes us: ‘Rev. Dr. Kennedy, of 
Troy, delivered an able and interesting discourse on 
the occasion. The meeting was one of great inter- 
est, and there was a good congregation present. The 
collections reported somewhat exceed those of last 
year, and the surplus, after paying for contingencies, 
will be paid over to the Parent Society. The offi- 
cers of the society are the same as last year, with 
the exception of one of the vice-presidents, Hon. 
Cyrus Brownell, who has deceased.” 

Avuprain Counry Biste Society, Missovurt, 
appears to be in a revived condition, and is aceomp- 
lishing a good work. Its last anniversary, which 
was held in the village of Mexico on the 2d day of 
August, was an occasion of much interest. Rev. 
Edmund Wright, our Agent for Missouri, was pres- 
ent, and delivered an address. In 1860 the society 
appointed an agent to explore and supply its field 
with the Scriptures; and in the prosecution of this 
work 238 families were visited, and thirty of them 
were found destitute of the Word of Life. Of these, 
all except one accepted gratefully the sacred gift, 
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when it was offered to them. The secretary of the 
society writes us : “; While the society in this county 
has been to a great degree dormant during our na- 
tional difficulties, we feel confident that it will be- 
come more active and successful during the present 
year.” Officers : Norman Lockland, president ; Wm.

Lincotn County Bistx Sociery, Missourt, re- 
ports having made no special effort to supply its field 
with the Scriptures since the year 1857, when the 
work was performed in the most thorough manner ; 
and adds: “ Within the last few years it is presumed 
that many young families have come into the coun- 
ty, and many have commenced housekeeping, which, 
from neglect or from some other cause, remain des- 
titute of the Word of God. It is therefore desirable 
that all such families should, as soon as possible, be 
supplied with this inestimable treasure ; and for this 
purpose measures will be adopted by this society to 
carry on their work immediately, so that there may 
not be one family in the county which is not in pos- 
session of this great blessing.’”’? Officers: Talbot 
Bragg, Esq., president; Francis Parker, secretary ; 
Charles W. Parker, treasurer. 

GaLena Bisre Society, Ixurnors, held a very 
interesting anniversary service on the 31st of August. 
The report of the executive committee states: ‘‘ The 
county has been canvassed by a travelling agent, 
Rev. John Hinton, who reports deeper interest in the 
Cause, and greater efficiency on the part of the town 
societies than usual. He has visited 666 families, 
and collected $445 10; and we have reason to be 
much gratified with his labours. The depository in 
this city has made sale of Bibles and Testaments 
amounting to $154 19; has delivered to town soci- 
eties books amounting to $248 87 ; and has, remain- 
ing on hand, already paid for, a stock of $376.

The amount collected by it during the past year, in 
the form of donations, was $215. The society’s field 
was thoroughly canvassed and supplied in the year

Crawrorp County Bisite Socrery, Ouro, held 
its anniversary services in the Lutheran Church in 
Bucyrus, on the 6th of September. The receipts of 
the society for the year amounted to $511 52. The 
society keeps a well filled depository, and is proving 
itself a very active and efficient auxiliary in the 
great Bible work.

The Word of God, as received 
by the Protestant world, is proscribed among them, 
and, unlike the inquiring Germans, they blindly 
submit.’ 

“Since our last anniversary,”’ concludes the re- 
port, “this society has been much blessed. Its 
friends have remained steadfast, and its means of 
usefulness have increased. In no respect have its 
operations been crippled, or its strength impaired. 
We feel that it is in the hands of God. We praise 
Him for his goodness in-the past; we implore his 
blessing for the future.” Officers: James M. Hoyt, 
president; Wm.

DutcHess County Frmatz Bisie Society, New 
York, is still energetically and successfully prose- 
cuting.its work.

Chautauque County Bible Society, N. Y, 

The following account of the anniversary of this 
society, which was held at Forrestville, Aug, 21st, 
is taken from an exchange paper: 

To-day (Thursday) the anniversary of ihe county 
Bible society was held at the Baptist Church. The 
business meeting opened at nine o’clock, and the 
public addresses were delivered at ten o’clock. A 
portion of the afternoon was also devoted to the 
Bible cause; in all about five hours’ earnest consid- 
eration of the important interests involved. Rey. 
Mr. Freeman, of the Baptist Church, presided. The 
first address was by Rev. Dr. Wright, of the Presby- 
terian Church in Fredonia. It was appropriate, de- 
livered in chaste and beautiful language, and nobly 
commended to the care of the churches the reading 
and dissemination of the sacred Scriptures. Dr, 
Wright was followed by the Agent, on the methods 
and encouragements for the distribution of the Word. 
Rey. Mr. Steadman, late an army chaplain, was also 
called out, and gave us the results of his extensive 
observation concerning the distribution and reading 
of the Bible in the army..

Resolved, 2, That the ministers in ihe several 
towns see that the means raised for the Bible cause 
be forwarded to the Bible Agent, to be passed to the 
credit of the Chautauque County Bible Society. 

Resolved, 3, That when it shall be ascertained 
who are destitute of the Scriptures, the ministers in 
the respective towns be, and are hereby authorized 
and requested to supply them, according to the rules 
of the Bible Society.

Bible Distribution on Staten Island. 

Rey. Dr. Mitchell, our Agent to canvass and sup- 
ply Staten Island with the Scriptures, has sent: us 
the following statistics, which will show the condi- 
tion of that field, as it relates to the possession of the 
sacred Volume: ‘ 


The number of families which [ have visited is one 
thousand ; the number of individuals in those fami- 
lies, four thousand five hundred and forty five ; num- 
ber of adults who can read, three thousand and six- 
ty-eight ; number of adults who are unable to read, 
three hundred and forty-four; number of children 
who cannot read, one thousand one hundred and 
thirty-three ; number of Bibles in the possession of 
these families, one thousand nine hundred and sev- 
enty-three ; number of Testaments among these fam- 
ilies, one thousand one hundred and ten; and the 
number of families which had neither a Bible nor a 
Testament, was two hundred and sizty-cight. 

Among the families visited there are 317 Roman 
Catholic ; 140 Episcopalian; 133 Reformed Dutch ; 
sixty-nine Baptist; 215 Methodist; twenty-eight 
Lutheran ; two Congregational ; two Moravian; two 
Jewish; and 133 whose religious designation it was 
impossible to obtain. The families visited average 
a small fraction less than five persons in each. From 
a conversation recently had with an assessor there, 
I am disposed to think that there are about six thou- 
sand families on Staten Island.

What the American Bible Society is doing for our 
Soldiers, 

The following beautiful and touchiny letter is 
from the pen of Rey. Benjamin Parsons, Acting 
Field Agent United States Christian Commission in 
the army of the Cumberland, under date of the 28th 
of August. It is addressed to one of the Secretaries 
of this Society, and it communicates some deeply in- 
teresting facts in relation to our work in the army: 


There is a history within a history, just as there 
is ‘a wheel within a wheel,” Let a history of our 
nation’s present struggle with a gigantic rebellion be 
written and published, and I venture to say that no 
intelligent reader will be satisfied with it unless he 
finds on its pages something besides elaborate narra- 
tions of the management and movements of vast ar- 
mies and navies, or the most exact statistics of pow- 
der, shot, and shell expended in the process of de- 
stroying human life. He will look for, and will be 
sadly disappointed if he do not find some informa- 
tion respecting the enlistment, marchings to and fro, 
exposures, misfortunes, deliverances, successes, la- 
bours, privations, sufferings, valour and heroism of 
the individual soldier, as well as the varied expe- 
riences of armies, He will want to know, too, what 
agencies, if any, other than those of a strictly mili- 
tary character, had a share in determining the moral 
character of the soldiery, and deciding the great 
questions at issue between the contending parties. 
Especially will every lover of the Bible seek to as- 
certain whether that was able to hold on its way 
through good report and through evil report, letting 
its hallowed light shine amid all the dark and fear- 
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ful scenes of the camp, the hospital, and the battle- 
field. Perhaps some lover of the Bible (perhaps 
yourself, sir) will yet write a book with the title, 
“‘ A History of the Experiences of the Bible in the 
United States Army, from the commencement to the 
close of the Great Rebellion.” But whether you 
ever become father of such a literary child or not, 
you will, I doubt not, be pleased to get from the del- 
egates of the United States Christian Commission 
and others such facts and incidents as show how the 
Bible has been and is being treated in the army. 

My work as a delegate was begun among some six 
or seven hundred rebel prisoners in the State pen- 
itentiary at Nashville. No sooner did I appear 
among them with sundry papers in my hands, than 
one, and another, and another cried out: ‘I want a 
Testament !”’ “Give me a Testament !”’ “See here, 
neighbour, I like your papers well, but give me a 
Testament.”? My haversack was exhausted in a very 
few minutes, and still the ery was for more. Had 
these squalid, ragged, hatless, shirtless, shoeless, 
representatives of the fruitful, plentiful, benignant, 
chivalric ‘‘sunny South’’ besought me for what they 
so evidently and greatly needed in the line of cloth- 
ing, I should not have been surprised. But to hear 
them call with all apparent sincerity and earnest- 
ness for that which, if received aright, would ensure 
to each of them access to the “ fountain of the water 
of life,” a robe of never-fading beauty, and commu- 
nion and fellowship with redeemed saints, with an- 
gels, with God—this was a pleasure which I did not 
anticipate on entering within the walls of the pen- 
itentiary. God grant that his Word given to those 
poor sinners prove ‘‘a savour of life unto life”’ to 
their souls. 

An Ohio soldier, on calling for a Testament at 
Tullahoma, said to me: ‘‘I had a Testament that I 
carried all through the war, and even through our 
bloody fight at Stone river, but it was burned in 
my knapsack at Winchester. I wouldn’t have taken 
five dollars for that Testament.” 


While the two hostile armies were at Stone river, 
there occurred many a scene that will ever live in 
the memory of every beholder. During a moment- 
ary lull after a terrific conflict, the voice of a soldier 
boy was heard imploring assistance. But the dread- 
ful enginery of war speedily resumed its work, and 
that imploring voice was lost in the rattle of mus- 
ketry and the roar of artillery. The sanguinary 
struggle over, then began a work which beggars all 
description—that of assorting and burying the dead. 
The men detailed for this work, on reaching the spot 
whence the ery for help proceeded, found the poor 
unhelped soldier boy reclining against a stump, his 
eyes open and fixed, gazing towards heaven, a celes- 
tial smile on his countenance, his well-worn Bible 
lying open, and his finger, now coldand stiff in death, 
pointing to the words (Psalm xxiii. 4), “Yea, though 
I walk through the valley of the shadow of death, I 
will fear no evil: for thou art with me; thy rod and 
thy staff they comfort me.” Had that boy a father, 


a mother, a brother, a sister, in the far-off North ? | 


What would they give to secure that Bible? And 
having it, what would induce them to part with it 
again ? 

Many a soldier have I found in the camp, on the 
march, and in the hospital, far more attached to his 
Testament or his Bible, than to anything else of his 
little private property. Sometimes he steals out from 
the noise and bustle of his camp-ground, to some se- 
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cluded spot where none but God can see or hear him; 
and there alone, or with a few kindred spirits, he 
reads, prays over, ponders, and drinks in, spiritual 
refreshment, consolation, and strength, from the 
blessed Word of God. 

When on the long dusty march, going up hill and 
down, fording streams, and pressing on, and on, and 
on, day after day, under the oppressive heat of a 
tropical sun or during the long wearisome hours of 
night, he still carries among his accoutrements that 
which he prizes above all things else—the well-worn, 
precious Testament or Bible. 

And so, too, in the hospital. Ask that poor half- 
clad, emaciated form before you, whether he would 
like to have you give him a copy of the Testament, 
and you shall see him thrust his hand under his pil- 
low and bring out the much-prized volume. 

Yes, my dear sir, the good old Bible does hold on 
‘“‘the even tenor of its way.’”’ It does shed light into 
many a private soldier’s heart; and it is a lamp to 
the feet and a light to the path of many an officer 
too, at least in the army of the Cumberland. Hun- 
dreds of Bibles have been called for by officers, and 
are read by them for the benefit of their souls. In 
proof of this, one fact of which I was cognizant :— 
One Sabbath afternoon recently, several officers called 
at the headquarters of Col. , in command of a 
brigade. During the interview, Col. , address- 
ing a brigadier-general, said in substance: “General, 
I bet you that Bible your wife gave you at parting, 
months ago, is just as nice and clean as it was when 
you received it at her hands.’”’ “ Ah, not quite so,” 
responded the listener; ‘I think I can say what 
neither you nor any other officer present can sag.” 
“What's that?” “Sir,”’ said he, “I have not let 
pass a single day since I entered the service without 
reading a chapter in my Bible.’ “Upon your hon- 
our?” “Upon my honour, sir.” ‘ What! not during 
those terrible times at Stone River?” “No, sir; I 
was in the thickest of the fight, but I did not fail 
even then to find time to read my daily chapter in 
the Bible: and if you will take and examine my 
Bible, you will find the chapters marked as read in 
daily order.’”? And all this was said with such per- 
fect calmness and seriousness, that no one present 
could doubt the word of the speaker. 

But, sir, I am writing altogether too much at 
length. Pardon me, who am an entire stranger to 
you, for addressing you as I have done. Accept as- 
surances of my hearty interest in the blessed Bible 
cause. May God’s richest blessings rest on it, and 
yourself and other officers of the Bible Society !

The Bible on the Battlefield.

In an army meeting, Col. Leasure, of the famous Roundhead regi- 
ment of Western Pennsylvania volunteers, said that his men when 
laying off their knapsacks to go into battle, were accustomed to open 
them and take out their Bibles, and put them into the breast pocket 
of their blouse. right over the heart. Each man thus carried his 
Bible in the right place—next to his heart—and never parted with it 
until the heart was stilled in death. The object was to have the 
Word of God with them if they should fall in battle, to be the lamp 
of their feet and the light of their path, even if called to the last 
march through the dark valley; and more than one of them had 
tested the brightness of its illuminating power in the shadow of 
death. While many other regiments that entered the service not 
earlier than the Roundhead and had seen no more hardship and peril, 
nor been in more terrible conflicts, have lost one half, two thirds, or 
three fourths of their number, this regiment, that carries the Bible 
in the blouse into the battle, has lost not more than one fourth of its 
men. And why? A few were saved by the Bible as a shield over 
the heart; but by far a greater number were saved by it as a guide of 
their life, the shield from the fiery darts of the enemy of souls, a 
safeguard from the destructive vices of army life. The Bible near 
the heart, the Bible in the blouse, for the battles of life, nothing can 
be better.—Christian Era.

Prisoners of War. 
Distribution of the Scriptures at Fort Delaware. 
We have just received the following letter from 
Mr. John P. Rhoads, who has charge of the deposit- 
ory of the Pennsylvania Bible Society at Philadel- 
phia, which will show what he is doing to supply 
our garrison and the prisoners of war at that point 
with the Word of Life: 


Since the 11th of July I have furnished at various 
times Bibles and Testaments for the garrison and 
prisoners of war at Fort Delaware, to the number of 
5,435. I have several communications from the 
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chaplains there, who have given much of their time 
and attention to the distribution of the books, and 
who express much satisfaction at the resulis. I do 
not believe that any other work of the kind has af- 
forded better grounds for hoping that good will follow 
it. I heard one instance of a man who received a 
Testament and could not read it, and thus it would 
seem that its truths were to be lost to him and the 
volume wasted; but no, this very fact excited his 
curiosity to know what was in the book. It was 
probably the first time in his life that he was the 
owner of such property ; and he went from friend to 
friend, and got them to read to him passages from 
its sacred pages, listening to them with intense anx- 
iety, and thus putting to shame any that could, and 
yet would not read for themselves. 


The Scriptures sought after and honoured. 

Mr. R. Pearsall Smith, delegate of the United 
States Christian Commission at Fort Delaware, 
sends us the following communication, which will be 
read with interest by all who love the cause of the 
Bible, and are concerned for the welfare of those who 
are engaged in the fearful business of war : 

The copies of the Seriptures which you have so 
liberally supplied for distribution among the prison- 
ers of war at Fort Delaware, have been most accept- 
able. As a delegate of the Christian Commission I 
have spent much time among them, and have found 
the utmost eagerness to replace the Bibles which 
they had lost with their baggage. I had at my dis- 
posal stores of clothing and food, but for one request 
for these, I think I can safely say that I had fifty for 
the Scriptures. After repeated inquiries, | found no 
oceasion to think that the copies had been misap- 
plied ; and walking through the barracks from time 
to time, I saw many of them diligently reading the 
copies given them.

How to Read the Bible,

Now, begin at one end of the 
room and look into and around and under every- 
thing, and you will soon find them.” . : 

“But that will take so long,” said the impatient 
child.

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“Very well,’ was the quiet reply. 

And so, seeing he was to have no help, the boy 
took the advice, and very soon bounded off to the 
snowdrift, with his mittens on his busy little hands. 


This, methought, is very much the way many 
read the Bible. They take a chapter, read over the 
whole of it, “looking at everything in general and 
nothing in particular,’ and thus fail to find the nour- 
ishment, strength, and joy they are looking after. 

This little circumstance was recalled to mind the 
other day while preparing a Sunday school lesson. 
And, by the way, if you wish to understand and en- 
joy the Bible, take a Sunday school class, and prepare 
yourself thoroughly for each lesson. ‘‘ Look into 
and around and under” each verse. But to return: 
the text was Gen. iv. 3. 4, and part of verse 5. We 
had read it scores (perhaps hundreds) of times before, 
but now it seemed to embody the whole law and 
gospel. As we looked ‘‘into and under and aroynd 
it,” we thought, why did these men offer sacrifices at 
all? Was it because they knew they were sinners ? 
But how could a sacrifice mend the matter? Neither 
Abel’s lamb nor Cain’s sheaf had done anything 
wrong. Why should they be punished? Or would 
God accept such inferior things for substitutes, unless 
himself had commanded it for wise reasons? Rea- 
sons these men well understood, or else God could 
not have appealed to Cain’s knowledge of right and 
wrong, as He did in the first part of the seventh verse. 
Cain knew very well wherein he had done wrong; 
and now what was it? Paul says, “ By faith Abel 
offered unto God a more excellent sacrifice than 
Cain.” Faith in what? In whom? There could 
have been no faith about it if he had not been pre- 
viously told of something to believe, nor would Cain 
have been in fault if he had not known that one 
thing was not as good as another for an offering. 
They both knew the truth, that by sin they had for- 
feited life. God told their father so in Eden—that 
their own blood must be demanded unless they could 
provide a substitute; that the life of an innocent 
animal could not make amends for the sin of a man; 
and that therefore these sacrifices were but types of 
a future sacrifice, which could, in reality, be an 
atonement ; that they must be of a kind which would 
represent that future sacrifice, and be offered as a 
sign of their faith in it, whatever or whoever it might 
be. This much of knowledge was absolutely neces- 
sary, or there was nothing definite to be believed, no 
foundation for faith, and no guilt for the want of it. 
And herein lay the “excellence” of Abel’s offering. 
It gave life for life—it shed innocent blood. Not 
that his faith made his offering more acceptable, but 
that the thing which he offered showed his faith in 
an atonement by blood, which his offering typified. 
The law being thus fulfilled by taking the life, and 
yet the sinner saved by an accepted atonement: the 
whole law and the whole gospel. 


So did not Cain. He had no faith in the atone- 
ment. He believed in a God, or he would not have 
offered a sacrifice ; but he would not acknowledge 
that his sins claimed his death, He would bring his 
own good works, bring his property, be as obedient 
outwardly as his brother; but away with an atone- 
ment for him! And so it is now. Men will do any- 
thing and everything to get to heaven, except exer- 
cise full faith in the atonement of Christ. Like Cain 
and Herod, they will “do many things gladly,” but 
not the thing required. | 

We might “look into, and around, and under,” 
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many more of these texts, and see how full they are 
—how ‘much in a little,” but for the present we. 
forbear.—Sunday School World.
